“Washington, Nov. 12—John R. Steel- 
man, assistant to the President maneuvered 
the selection of Mrs. Anna M. Rosenberg, for 
the post of Assistant Defense Secretary. 

“A high White House source today said 
the Hungarian-born woman is the protege of 
Steelman, President Truman’s chief adviser on 
domestic policies, particularly on labor. 


“In 1948, when Steelman, like many im- 
pe government officials, expected Mr. 
ruman to lose the election, he had planned 
to enter into partnership with Mrs. Rosen- 
berg in a New York labor advisory firm, 
the White House source said, 


“Steelman may be planning to enter 
the partnership with one of the original 
New Dealers in 1952, according to the 
White House informant. 


“Defense .Secretary ..Marshall ..recom- 
mended Mrs. Rosenberg’s apointment to the 
President. 


“Informed sources said they expect Mr. 
Truman to make the formal appointment 
tomorrow or Tuesiay and that Mrs. Rosen- 
berg is scheduled to be sworn into office 
Wednesday under an interim appointment 
pending Senate confirmation. 


“EXPECT STRONG OPPOSITION 

“It is expected the appointtment will 
meet with marked oposition in the Senate 
Armed Services Committee because of Mrs. 
Rosenberg’s record and beliefs.

’ “The White House source intimated that 
Mr. Truman might have forestalled the re- 
commendation for appointment had he been 
consulted, because of the storm it may raise 
in Congress. 


“At a conference yesterday, Mrs. Rosen- 
berg called for universal military training. 
She said the nation’s civilian man-power 

roblems can be met by voluntary measures. 
he was, however, a New Deal consultant 
durng World War II when the administra- 
tion was considering draft of civilians for 
war-power needs and also was weighing the 
drafting of women. — 


“It also is remembered that Mrs. Rosen- 
berg was the author of a scheme to establish 
reorientation camps for American soldiers 
at the close of World War II on the theory 
that they would be unfit to resume their nor- 
mal lives at home. 


‘ “This plan was abandoned in the face of 
protests throughout the nation. Democrats 
droped her and her plan quickly when she 
was charged with slandering soldiers. 


“Mrs. Rosenberg has cashed in on her 
long association with the New Deal in vari- 
ous capacities. While drawing various sums 
from the nee she has been makng 
between $25,000 and $50,000 a year as a 
labor relations consultant. 


“At present she is a special consultan 
on man-power problems to W. Stuart Sym- - 
ington, National Security Resources Board 
Chairman. At the White House it was 
said Symington had little to do with her 
designation as Assistant Defense Secretary 
and that the credit belongs to Steelman.”

“Mrs. Rosenberg is one of the old 
Eleanor Roosevelt clique in Washington. In 
1942 she was found to be holding one full-time 
and one part-time government job, at total 
Salaries of $13,500 a year, while she was 
accepting an additional $22,500 from two 
private employers. She talked her way out 
of that one, and then got a job from Presi- 
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dent Truman two years later to advise him 
on the “rehabilitation” of the American 
soldiers then fighting in Europe and the 
Pacific. 

“Upon Mrs. Rosenberg’s return from a 
visit to the European battle-fields, Brehon 
Somervell, the WPA general, ordered all 
the brass in the Pentagon to drop whatever 
they. were doing to win the war and as- 
semble to hear Mrs. Rosenberg’s words of 
wisdom. Her finding was that American 
soldiers overseas were unfit to resume civil 
life, and should be subjected to “reorienta- 
tation” courses before they were allowed to 
doff their uniforms. 

“Secretary Marshal said that he wished 
to avail himself of Mrs. Rosenberg’s, ex- 
recwene in man-power and personnel pro- 

lems. Her “reorientation” p got 
nowhere at the end ef World War II. Per- 
haps she will be given a chance to try it out 
on the men fighting in Korea, whom Mr. 
Truman prevented from voting absentee bal- 
lots in the recent election. It would take 
quite a stay in a concentration camp to — 
vince most of these veterans that they sh , 
‘vote New Deal. - 

“Mr. Truman complained recently that 
it was increasingly difficult to persuade good 
people to take government jobs. The Rosen- 

rg mmendation seems to bear him out.
